The following highlights of 
the hearing before the Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission May 
14 in Washington are report¬ 
ed by Harold Kohn, AOA 
general counsel. The proposed 
trade practice rules for the 
Optical Industry were to be 
discussed for final form and 
approval. 

A preliminary hearing had 
been held Jan. 19 in Chicago. 


At that time the first draft 
of the proposed rules was pre¬ 
sented and discussed with 
over 200 people present. At 
the Washington meeting only 
about 50 were present, due 
either to waning interest or a 
feeling of foregone conclu¬ 
sion. 

Changes Made 
During the interim between 
meetings, the FTC staff made 


Senate Committee 
Postpones Action 
On H.R. 10606 

Final action by the Senate 
Finance Committee on H.R. 
10606, “Public Welfare 
Amendments of 1962” has 
been postponed until the com¬ 
mittee can report out the 
Administration’s tax bill. 
This could conceivably put off 
action until June.

AOA Commends 
Vision Program 

Editor’s Note: The AOA Board of 
Trustees has adopted a resolution 
commending* the Optometrie Man¬ 
ufacturers Association and Better 
Vision Institute, for efforts 
through the Better Vision Pro¬ 
gram. The resolution follows: 

WHEREAS, the use of oph¬ 
thalmic materials of ques¬ 
tionable quality by optome¬ 
trists can reflect on the pro¬ 
fession of optometry and is 
not in the public interest, and 
WHEREAS, the obligations 
of optometrists to their pa¬ 
tients require that laboratory 
work of the finest quality 
and workmanship consistent 
with the visual standards of 
refraction and prescription 
specifications be employed, 
and 

WHEREAS, an increasing 
number of suppliers of oph¬ 
thalmic materials, both do¬ 
mestic and foreign offer prod¬ 
ucts that are not permanent¬ 
ly stamped with the country 
of origin or the manufactur¬ 
ers name, make it imperative

The American Medical As¬ 
sociation was represented by 
Dr. J. Spencer Dry den, an 
ophthalmologist and presi¬ 
dent of the D.C. Medical So¬ 
ciety, and Dr. RaJph Ryan, an 
ophthalmologist from Mor¬ 
gantown, W. Va., represented 
the National Medical Founda¬ 
tion for Eye Care. 

Drs. Dryden and Ryan 
asked the committee to 
amend Title XVI of the bill to 
permit only physicians skilled 
in diseases of the eye to certi¬ 
fy blindness, and * Dr. Ryan 
requested repeal of the pro¬ 
vision in Title X permitting 
optometrists to certify blind¬ 
ness. 

With mild statements from 
the opposition there were no 
specific references to cases of 
oversight by optometrists. 
Both medical witnesses did 
stress importance of a com¬ 
plete medical examination by 
a qualified ophthalmologist 
where a question of blindness 
is involved. 


Health Insurance 
Requirements Met 

The AOA Accident and 
Health open enrollment 
period has met with out¬ 
standing success. On May 
22 Continental Casualty 
Company’s minimum par¬ 
ticipation r e q u i r ements 
were achieved so that all 
members to age 75 who 
make application before 
June 30, are guaranteed 
the issuance of $50 weekly 
indemnity on the basic 
two-year sickness plan re¬ 
gardless of physical condi¬ 
tion. (California, Oregon, 
Indiana, Pennsylvania and 
North Carolina were ex¬ 
cluded from this cam¬ 
paign.)

many changes in the proposed 
roiles.

Prior suggestion had been 
made by FTC that all testi- 
mony, presentations and 
arguments that had been 
made at Chicago were a mat¬ 
ter of record studied and con¬ 
sidered by FTC; that it was 
the earnest request of FTC 
that any matters already con¬ 
tained in the record not be 
repeated at length and that 
only new suggestions or new 
criticisms with respect to the 
second draft be presented. 

At a conference of AOA 
representatives prior to the 
hearing an outline and plan 
of approach was adopted. 

The fundamental proposi¬ 
tion still remained and that 
was the AOA contention that 
trade practice rules to govern 
an industry were not the ve¬ 
hicle nor the proper method 
of regulating professions. 
Therefore, when the first

AOA Group Insurance Changes 


Two extensive changes in 
the group life insurance pro¬ 
gram of AOA, underwritten 
by the New York Life Insur¬ 
ance Co., have been an¬ 
nounced by Lester R. Hussey, 
Chairman, Committee on In¬ 
surance. The changes, ap¬ 
proved by the Board of Trus¬ 
tees, were effective as of May 

1, subject to approval by the 
Insurance Departments of 
New York and Missouri. 

The first change increases 
the insurance schedule of 
benefits at no additional cost 
to members. 

The second change adds an 
entirely new plan of insur¬ 
ance for dependents. There is 
no additional cost as a result 
of this addition from May 1 
to Dec. 1 this year—cost is 
being borne by the associa¬ 
tion from accumulative divi¬ 


dends paid by the New York 
Life Insurance Co. 

After Dec. 1 dependents 
insurance will continue at an 
annual contribution of $5.95 
for the entire family. 

The insurance program first 
became effective Dec. 1, 1956. 
AOA membership enthusiasm 
for the program has grown 
until today, over 2,000 mem¬ 
bers are insured under the 
program. 

In announcing the insur¬ 
ance plan changes, Dr. Hus¬ 
sey said it is imperative cur¬ 
rently insured members, both 
single members and those 
with dependents, submit in¬ 
formation relative to depend¬ 
ents. Questionnaires for this 
purpose were sent to those 
now participating in the pro¬ 
gram. 
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Time and Tide 

The tide of material flowing across an editor’s 
desk often contains items of interest—trivia to 
some, perhaps, but something for the mind to di¬ 
gest. One such morsel is the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance statistics on population. 

Much of it may come as no surprise, but some 
may be unaware that Florida and the Pacific 
States recorded the highest state and area per¬ 
centage population increases in the past 12 years. 
(If there are, the Florida Chamber of Commerce 
may commit mass suicide). Nevada, Arizona and 
Alaska were next, all separated by only .1%. 

The Mountain States mushroomed in popula¬ 
tion during this period too. The South Atlantic 
area rung up the third place gain. Only two states 
—West Virginia and Arkansas—and the District 
of Columbia declined in numbers. Arkansas halted 
its drop last year, but West Virginia’s increased 
by .2%. 

By age groups, the U.S. population of under 
21 jumped 39% from 1950 to 1961. That’s an in¬ 
crease of 20.7 million. Those at age 65 and over 
went even higher percentage-wise, a booming 40%. 
In overall terms, half of the U.S. population is 
under 21 or over 65. 

What does this mean to optometrists? Well, 
it indicates Horace Greeley wasn’t wrong when 
he said, “Go West, young man.” And it hints that 
those ODs interested in visual problems of chil¬ 
dren and the aging aren’t exactly wasting their 
time. But most of all, it once again points up the 
urgent need to continue and expand the flow of 
new optometrists to meet the “Population 
Explosion.” 


Nothing To Debate 

In these columns we have refrained from do¬ 
ing battle with our medical counterparts on the 
subject of interprofessional relationships. To de¬ 
bate, there must be controversy. And the merits 
of the profession of optometry are indisputable 
and undebatable. 

The vitriolic outpourings of a few physicians 
have perpetrated attacks on optometry. Why? 
The answer is simple if you study the facts: Op¬ 
tometry’s public acceptance and recognition has 
been one of growth; governmental agencies and 
legislative bodies more and more often include 
optometric visual services in their rules and 
regulations and, in those instances when they un¬ 
intentionally do not, they are ready to amend the 
statutes to correct the errors. School people—edu¬ 
cators, psychologists, reading instructors — are 
now consistently turning to optometrists to handle 
children in need of professional men interested in 
and trained to satisfy vision needs beyond distance 
acuity. 

Why have some writers berated optometry? 
Because, even with its static numbers over recent 
years and with ophthamology’s increased popula¬ 
tion, optometry continues to handle 70% of all 
vision cases in the United States today. 

To write editorials on a one-sided topic for a 
captive readership (like this newspaper) accom¬ 
plishes little more than a beginning—to continue 
to explore every avenue of approach to better re¬ 
lations—so the public will benefit—is proper. To 
this latter end, AOA works.

Dear Mr. Griffiths: 

Thank you very much for 
your letter of March 8th in 
which you speak in behalf of 
the Michigan Optometric As¬ 
sociation and in which you 
and the association take ex¬ 
ception to the comments 
made in our nationally syndi¬ 
cated column of February 14, 
1962. 

If you will recall, the ques¬ 
tion came from a thirty-year- 
old mother who has worn 
glasses since she was in grade 
school indicating that in all 
probability she has had trou¬ 
ble with her eyes most of her 
life. She also* alludes some¬ 
what to future pregnancies 
without in any manner indi¬ 
cating that she had had some 
difficulty with her eyes with 
previous pregnancies, al¬ 
though most certainly the in¬ 
ference can be drawn. 

I suppose it might well be 
said that we were guilty of a 
poor choice of words because 
we certainly have no inten¬ 
tion to discriminate against 
any one particular branch or 
group of the curative arts. 
We never have and don’t in¬ 
tend to. If anything, our arti¬ 
cles have been written in such 
a manner as to give proper 
credit, and give such credit 
without prejudice, to all of 
the curative arts. Actually, 
you and I know that there is 
a good deal of misunder¬ 
standing and prejudice that 
exists between various 
branches. 

The point that we tried to 
bring out in this article was 
that a person who had 
reached this particular age 
who had had as much diffi¬ 
culty with her eyes as she 
apparently had and inferring 
that she had some problems 
during pregnancy that per¬ 
haps what she needed was 
just a little bit more than the 
mechanical ingenuity of the 
optometrist. By this I mean 
probably dilation of the pupil 
and the careful examination 
of the fundus and the retina 
of the eye to make sure that 
this particular person doesn’t 
have some serious organic 
condition involving her eyes. 
Also at this particular age we 
begin to concern ourselves 
with the possibility of glau¬ 
coma. 

I do believe that many of 
your constituents in the 
Michigan Optometric Associ¬ 
ation know me personally 
and know that I have never 
been prejudiced in any man¬ 
ner of means against the op¬ 
tometrists nor have I shown 
any evidence of discrimina¬ 
tion whatsoever. Actually, 
you might be interested in 
knowing that several years 
ago I was director of the 
school health service and at 
that time Dr. Ralph Pino was 
the ophthalmologist who was 
our consultant and we used 
optometrists very frequently 
in the fitting of glasses for

j paragraph of the first rules 
were read, “The Industry and 
Its Products Defined,” Dr. 
Melvin Dunbar arose to reit¬ 
erate all of the contentions 
made by AOA president Don 
A Frantz in his presentation 
at the Chicago meeting. He 
said the AOA position re¬ 
mained the same; that it be¬ 
lieved that optometry should 
not be included in trade prac¬ 
tice rules; that thhe optome¬ 
trist was not a merchant or 
tradesman and did not deal 
in optical products; that the 
optometrist is the ultimate 
consumer of these optical 
products and dispenses them 
merely as an incidental part 
of a complete visual service. 

Dr. Dunbar also objected 
to the exclusion of sunglasses, 
goggles and safety lenses 
which are designed for the 
protection of eyes and eye¬ 
sight from the rules. It was 
his and Dr. McCrary’s conten¬ 
tion that the proper terminol¬ 
ogy should be glasses with 
absorptive lenses and that 
these should be included un¬ 
der the rules. 

General Suggestions 

There were also two gen¬ 
eral suggestions made by 
AOA. Throughout the rules 
there are examples and illus- 
I trations given and, in many 
of them, the word “sale” is 
used as well as the word 
“purchaser.” These are espe¬ 
cially offensive to optome¬ 
trists who do not engage in 
sales and who do not have 
“purchasers” but “patients.” 
Therefore, whenever these 
words arose, and this was 
often, either Dr. Dunbar or 
Dr. McCrary would arise to 
suggest that the word “sale” 
be changed to “distribution” 
and wherever the word 
“purchaser” appeared, that 
this be changed to “wearer.” 

The second general sugges¬ 
tion was that in many of the 
examples, reference is made 
to “ophthalmologists, ocu¬ 
lists, optometrists or others 
so licensed.” It was pointed 
out that ophthalmologist and 
oculists, as such, are not li¬ 
censed, and that the generic 


Data Useful to ODs 

Medical Resources Reported 


A report on the “Medical 
Resources available to Meet 
Needs of Public Assistance 
Recipients,” prepared for the 
House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee, has been made avail¬ 
able through the U.S. print¬ 
ing offices. 

The report does not men¬ 
tion all health resources and 
services, but does contain 
some data which is useful to 
optometrists as citizens with 
a responsibility in the area of 
public health. 

Veterans’ Administration 
which operates the largest 
organized medical system in 
the nation, operates 170 hos¬ 
pitals, 80 out-patient clinics 
and 18 domiciliary facilities. 
In 1960 out-patients made 3.5 
million visits receiving 6.4 
million services in VA clinics 
or fee-based professional of¬ 


fices. Forty-two per cent re¬ 
ceived care for service-con¬ 
nected disabilities and 58 per 
cent were non-service con¬ 
nected disabilities. 

State and government psy¬ 
chiatric hospitals number 296 
with a daily census of 627,- 
000 . 

Health needs of approxi¬ 
mately 342,000 Indians are 
provided by the government 
through 52 hospitals, 22 
health centers, and 300 field 
clinics. 

In speaking of the “free 
care” provided by hospitals 
from their own resources, the 
report said this “is financed 
from earnings derived from 
services to paying patients. 
In other words, hospital 
charges, particularly for pa¬ 
tients occupying private 
rooms, are in excess of cost 
and the income thus derived

term of “physician” should be 
used in their place. On this 
same subject, Dr. Charles E. 
Jaeckle, secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Medical Foundation for 
Eye Care added that his As¬ 
sociation would also suggest 
the inclusion of the word 
“physician,” but also wants 
the word “ophthalmologist” 
to remain. 

Rule 2 was a new insertion 
and is entitled “False Ad¬ 
vertising of Non-Prescription 
magnifying spectacles.” It 
follows the present FTC posi¬ 
tion that non - prescription 
magnifying spectacles may be 
advertised if it is clearly and 
conspicuously disclosed that ! 
the correction of defects in 
vision is limited to persons 
approximately 40 years of 
age and older who have nei¬ 
ther astigmatism nor diseases 
of the eye. 

Dr. Dunbar contended these 
exceptions are worthless and 
the grave danger to the pub¬ 
lic from the use of ready¬ 
made spectacles should be 
completely prohibited, re¬ 
gardless of age. He said no 
one can determine for him¬ 
self whether he has astigma¬ 
tism or a disease of the eye 
and these glasses can be as 
dangerous to a person of 50 
as one of 20 years of age. 

Dr. Jaeckle, on the other 
hand, affirmed the state¬ 
ments of Robert Graham, 
Esq., who represented Penn¬ 
sylvania Optical Co., and who, 
in his presentation quoted 
from the late Dr. Derrick Vail 
that the wearing of improper 
glasses do not injure the eye. 
Dr. Jaeckle repeated that the 
wearing of wrong glasses 
may blur vision or cause red¬ 
dening of the eyelids, but 
that no permanent injury can 
befall the eye. 

Contact Lenses 

The next Rule related to 
false advertising of contact 
lenses. This had several 
sections added to it since the 
original hearing. AOA repre¬ 
sentatives made no comment 
on the rule but Dr. Jaeckle 
suggested several changes 
and repeated in substance 
what he had stated at the 
prior hearing—that opthal- 
mology deemed the fitting of 
contact lenses to be an oph- 
thalmological function. 

Rule 6 is entitled “Decep¬ 
tive Pricing.” It sets forth a

series of prohibitions against 
types of price advertising. 
Dr. Dunbar pointed out that 
price advertising is prohibit¬ 
ed in many states entirely 
and that it was feared that 
if this present rule which 
merely related to certain 
types of price advertising 
became effective, that this 
might weaken some of these 
State statutes. He therefore 
suggested that there be added 
a saving clause that nothing 
in the rule shall impair or 
weaken any State statute 
which presently or in the fu¬ 
ture may deal with price ad¬ 
vertising. 

Another rule to which the 
AOA objected in part was a 
paragraph in the rule against 
rebates. The intent of the rule 
was to prevent a tie-in for 
ophthalmic products if a pa¬ 
tient merely sought an eye 
refraction. The rule, however, 
was so phrased that it could 
be easily misconstrued as in¬ 
terfering with the unified 
service rendered by optome¬ 
trists in giving a complete 
eye refraction, prescription, 
verification, fitting, adjust¬ 
ing, and dispensing of glass¬ 
es. Dr. Jaeckle of the Na¬ 
tional Medical Foundation for 
Eye Care also joined in od- 
jecting to the lack of clarity 
of the provision. 

TOY Resolution 

Charles Babb, Esq., counsel 
for the Texas Optometric As¬ 
sociation, called the Commis¬ 
sioner’s attention to the fact 
that the TO A, at its recent 
convention, adopted a reso¬ 
lution endorsing the proposed 
rules. He further stated that 
the optometrists in Texas 
were desirous of having these 
rules adopted and enforced: 
He suggested the same pro¬ 
vision as he did on Jan. 19 
that nothing in the rules shall 
conflict with the professional 
activities of the optometrist 
or ophthalmologist. He also 
suggested that it should be 
an unfair trade practice for a 
professional man to refuse a 
prescription to a patient. 

When all the rules had been 
read, Dr. McCrary suggested 
addition of a new rule, num¬ 
ber 23, to the effect that 
nothing in the FTC rules 
should be construed to inter¬ 
fere with or impair any state 


laws regulating the same sub¬ 
ject matter. This invoked a 
long explanation from Com¬ 
missioner Everett McIntyre, 
who presided through the en¬ 
tire hearing. He explained in 
great detail that the FTC 
Rules merely interpreted ex¬ 
isting Federal Law as con¬ 
tained in the Sherman Act, 
the Clayton Act, the Robin- 
son-Pattman Act and the Mc¬ 
Guire Act; that these rules 
did not add to nor detract 
from the Federal Law; that 
they are promulgated merely 
as guide lines for the infor¬ 
mation of members of an in¬ 
dustry; that if state laws ex¬ 
ist in the same field, the pro¬ 
mulgation of these rules will 
have nothing to do with 
whether the Federal Law or 
the State Law shall super¬ 
sede; that this question still 
remains one for the courts to 
decide in each individual case 
and the courts’ decision 
should not be influenced by 
the adoption of these rules. 
This, it is believed, is an im¬ 
portant statement on the rec¬ 
ord. 

The hearing opened at 9:30 
a.m. and closed at 4:20 p.m.

Name Must Appear 

Stamping Law Amended 


A new law affecting con¬ 
cerns selling spectacle frames 
and mountings containing 
gold or silver has been en¬ 
acted by Congress and ap¬ 
proved by the President. It 
is an amendment to the Fed¬ 
eral Stamping Law of 1906 
which applies to all articles 
made of karat gold, gold 
filled, rolled gold plate, gold 
electroplated material, silver 
and silver plated items. 

The amendment added a 
new provision which requires 
identification of the person, 
firm or corporation respon¬ 
sible for the quality mark on 
any such article. It provides 
in substance that any person 
who applies to such an article 
(or causes to be applied to it) 
any quality mark or stamp 
indicating that the article is 
made in whole or in part of 
gold or silver shall also apply 
to the article his name or 


registered trade-mark before 
shipping the article in inter¬ 
state commerce or depositing 
it in the mails. Similarly, any 
person or company importing 
an article bearing such a 
quality mark must apply his 
or its name or registered 
trade-mark thereto. On im¬ 
ported articles the name or 
trade-mark of the foreign 
manufacturer is not suffi¬ 
cient. 

The amendment became ef¬ 
fective January 1, but it ap¬ 
plies only to articles manu¬ 
factured or imported on or 
after July 1, 1962. It does 
not affect inventories of mer¬ 
chandise on hand prior to the 
latter date. However, after 
that date, every quality mark 
applied to such an article 
must be accompanied by the 
appropriate name or trade¬ 
mark when the article is ship¬ 
ped in interstate commerce 
or sent through the mails.
